What is the Sacrament of Penances 


and of ths neceſſity of the ſame. 
(hp.1. 
Firlt, Or the comfort of ſuch 


as arc truely penitct, to 
the end that they may haue ſome 
knowledg ofthis ſo hollome a Sa- 
crament, and a bricte inſtruction, 
how they ought to prepare them 
ſclues, tor the obraining of that 
grace, which therin our Lord doth 
vic to beſtow, togither with the 
remilli>n oftheir fnnes: I will in- 
creat firſt in generall ofthis Sacra- 
ment, whatitis, & how neceflary 
and conuenient Gi our ſ{aluation: 
And afterward what partes 1t hath 
briefly diſcourfing of euery onein 
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particuler. 

Sccond, Penaunce therfore is 
a Sacramente iniſtitured by Chrilt 
our Sauic ur, in the which by the 
miniltery of the Priett, all actuall 
Grncs arc re mitted, and all bonds 
diflolued, wiich cencerucd line, 
Wierwith mars coicience was in 
wat mancr locuc. tangled: the 
euctlalting punitl mCr,a aiſo of he! '], 
is pa ardoned, avd part of that tem= 
porall puniſhmenc, which 1s dew 
tc linne, & 1umetmes ailthe fame 
wholly, accorc ing to tie diſpolt= 
ticn otthe Pcniccnrt, 

Third. Certaine it is that if 
man, after he was created by God 
in the atc of Innocency,i ad con= 
ſerucd lum fſclfe with out the ſport 
of (:nn: he ſhould hauec had ro ne- 
celiity of Sacraments. But whetas 
by tie tranſgretſion of Gods com- 
maundement, he, rogithcr with all 
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his poſterity maiie raat miſerabie 
ſhip »\wracke: tje Was by his m }{} 
m: rcifuill Creatour ſuccoured in 
the Euangelicall lar, by the Sacra 
ment ot B 1} pritm?, 25 by a firit Ta- 
ble or haves, wher:vit1 the 'rete 
caed man, having brokea the ſhip 
of Innocency, might faue his life, 
an.{ recouer tne grace he lo{t, But 
becaute lo many arc the temptati- 
ons and {daungets of tiiis rempeltti- 
ous world, a: do orear our trailty, 
thatoftcn times tt happenerh, that 
looting o by new f1n1cs this firlt ta. 
ble of the grace of Baptitme, we 
returne milerab! ye to our owne 
drowning: our molt benigne Re- 
deemer, vnwilling to leaue vs witin 
out remedy, ata prouided for vs 
this Sacrament of PExAvNCcE, 

as alecond table, wherby we may 
pe laued, and dclivered trom the 
daunger of cucrlalting deait:, 
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Fourth, Wherby we may ga- 
ther how greatthe neceſſity of this 
Sacrament is. Wheras ſrecntang 
to the determination of the Coun=- 
cellof TRENT) it is no lefle ne- 
ceſlary for the ſaluation of ſuch as 
haue ſinned mortallye after Bap- 
tiſme, than is the Sacramct of Bap= 
tiſine, for ſuch as haue nor yet ben 
regenerat. Wherfore, as of thoſe, 
which are not regenerate of water 
and the Holy ghoſt, it is written, 
that they ſhall not enter into the 
kingdome ot Heauen: So af.cr the 
lofle ot the innocency of Baptiſme 
It a man haue not recourſe, and be 
taketh not him ſclfe vnto this ta- 
ble of PrNnavncr: withour all 
doubr, yaine is the hope of his ſal- 
uation, 

Fifth. This Sacrament was al- 
ſo a moſt conuenient remedy, and 
very proportionate for our infirmi- 

tle

tie: invented by that heauenlye 
Phiſicion, wao had very well felte 
the pulſe of our weake and feeble 
nature. Waerfore with his in\ate 
wiſdome he proutded conuenznt 
rem2dies, oppolite vntoour cuell 
diſpo{itioa: ordaining, t1atas the 
firlt man, afrerhe ha4 fiane.l, did 
hide him lelfe, an 1 excuſe his fina 
before G 2d: So ifa man would re- 
tura2 into grace: he {ſhould mani- 
feſt & accule him (elfe before me, 
And, as a finnzr tranſgrefſing the 
precepts of God, doth proudly ex- 
alte and oppole him ſelfe againlt 
God: foifhe would obtaine par- 
don, he ſhould humble and pro- 
ſtrate him lelfe art the feete of ano- 
ther min: Alſo, that,as a man with 
his finne, doth iniury and diſho= 
nour vnto God: So, if he would 
be forgi 1en by GoJ1, he ſhould diſ- 
coucr his ſoarcs & diſhonour him 
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ſelfe before men. And finally, that 
looke what th: 1 ings he had diſordi- 
nate:y louc, and wherin he had 
taken dcl1g- t: returning vnto Pe- 
naunce, he ſhe ulc detclt thelame, 
and conceaue againſt thc a deadly 
hatred, 

Sixth, On the otherlide, al- 
though the rootes of PEXAvNCE 
do {eme at tic firtft igrtto bet ard 
and b:tter: ycrnotwichitading, tor 
the great profirt, which a man re- 
ceiueth the:by, the iruitcs thcrot 
arc moſt {cet and vleaſant, For 
PrNAvNCE doth make vs to re- 
turne into the grace of God, and 
yaitcth vs with im in molt (traicc 
frendihi; p. Whichreconcihation 
in ſuch As duuoutlye reccaue this 
Sacrament, is wont for to caule a 
ſnguler great pcace and rranqull- 


liy of coi.{cience, to oct! er \\1tit 
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Seuenth, Wherfore this Di- 
uine remedye being {9 profitable 
ynto our ſoules: euery Chriſtian (if 
he loue his owne faluation) ought 
to ſhunne tne being long time dk 
wrapped in his finns: but ſo ſoone 
as he perceauern that ne hath in- 
curred, any mortall filt!: rorunmne 
without any delay to waihe hin 
{clfc in _ uneanne of tie mercy 

of God: andthis, not onely once 

a yeare "W265: him ſeife only 
notto do acainit the precepre of 
the C hurck:) bi't more cen for 
the orcatand many proates vihich 
rhe {oule reccauveth tNeroy \ & for 
the vreart daungers wheri 1 ſhe re. 
maincth when thee futt rei her 
ſrife ro grow ould, with the b.:r- 
then of i1ane [21.1 !yi ig vpon her, 

Eigth, Fowver cuells and da- 
mages there are, wait moral 
fane doti cauſe vio tie foule, 

Wicca 
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v\ hen itis harboured therin, 
Ninth, Firſt: at what time ſc- 
everaman is in mertall inne, whe 
aftervard he falleth againe into 
the ſame, although it be with tt e 
very ſame circa mſtances: jt is 
nct this fecond fon of equall fault 
with the forrer: but much mcre 
reivous: ar.d ccrſccuert!ye,tl e 
third, create than the ſccord: and 
fo in crdcr, finitely encreaſeth 
tl e fault, ardpurif went of cuery 
nv. Ard ihc rcaſon kcoreof1s: bee

Tenth, The ſecond euel) 1s, 
becauſc when a man rcmaineth in 
onc 
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one finne, the way is made more 
ealy for the fall into another. For 
as S, GREGORY faicth, Suchis 
the burthen of finne, that if pre= 
ſently it be not amended: with the 
waigntthereof it draweth a man 
for to commirt another ſinn*: and 
this ocher, vnto a third: and ſo con 
ſequeatly there is made of many 
fin 1es, as it werea chaine, of ma- 
ny line k2s, wherof one þ RR 6" 
the other: and wio pulieth one, 
P ;lleth all. For cuecn fo a man, if 
falling into one finne he doth not 
quickly ariſe: by licle and litle A 
falleth into maay oraers, | 

Eleuenth. Tae third evell i is, 
thathe which is 1n mortall finne, 
lool:th all the g00d works which 
he doth: becauſe they availe not 
to obtaine any meritt of euerlaſt- 
ing life. And although he ſhould 
af.erw ard retura into > Gods orace:

his inne, hc rcapeth no tromte, nci- 
ther of A mcs, nor of Praicrs, nor 
of Faſtings, nor of Tadulgences, no 
not cf Mariy rdome it telfe, and 
ſhedirg his bloode for Chrill ,if 
tiat ic be not pcnitCct for his (inn:

4 Final!ye: it is neceſlary tat 
the Penitct cary an hatred toward 
all his ſinnes committed, and be 
fory forthe fame. For it he were 
pemtent and ſorowfull for fome 
one!y, & no: for others: this were 
not trew Pena .uince, bur counter= 
{cite an 1 feinel, according tothe 
ſayine of S. Jawts, I1#h1- ſoewey 
ſha! repe thewholle lam but offens 
deth in one, is made guilcy of all. 
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Furthermore: it is not ſuffici- 
ent,totl e endthat it way be trew 
contrition, that a man co fcorowe 
and repent for that which is peſt: 
buthe ought to makea fime ard 
Nedtaſi purpoſe of a pe rfe&t #mcd 
ment of life: as wce reade cftcne 
times in the Geſpell, i}-at wl.cn 
eur Lerde kad reficred | calil. or 
ccnne ary benefitt vnto any Pere 
ſon, he ſated: Go ard ſinne no more. 
6 To tlis Ccmirition allo (if it 
be arruc ſorow, ioined with a pur= 
polc of amet. ment) appertaineth 
a rcſoli;tion ot making latisiaction 
voto ali ſuchas we lavein what- 
fceuer maner oftenced, whether it 
be inlife, or in gocdes, or in ho- 
rour: Becauſe as S. AV GVvSTINE 
faicth: Sinnc isnot remitted, vii- 
leſle that which was taken away 
be reitorcd: And allo c f remitting 
libeza:lye anc, paidoning inturies 


whach 
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w.:ich one hath receaued of ano- 
ther: our Sauiour hamng faied: /f 
304 forgine men thetr offences, your 
heauenly Father will forgine you alſo 
your offences: but if you will not for- 
gine men, neither will your Father 
forgine you your offences. 

To conclude: for the perfe- 
tion of this vertew, it 1s necellary 
that a man haue purpoſe to con- 
feſle all h1s finns, at the leaſt, thoſe 
which be mortall: & todo the pe= 
nauace inioined him by tte Prictt.

Contcſiion: ard allo becauſe ma- 
ny times it happeneth, that a man, 
alti ongh be be fcry, y: t wanterh 
that perfe&t ſorow which ofit ſelfe 
1s fi fect with out Confteftion, for 
the cbcamirg of remiths of finnes, 
and the recoucring of gods grace: 
therfore it is neceſſary, it he way 
that he go to Contefſion in dew 
mancervnto the Prictt: to the end, 
tl at by vcrtew of the Kejes of the 
Cl.urch he may obtaine remiſſion 
of lis finnes.

Ower are the principal condi- 
tions of Conteltt6, tt.at it may 
be availcable. for it mi.{t be entire 

di:icent, faichtull ar d obedient, 
1 Fit it oughc to be entire. 
| becaulſc 
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becauſe it is neceſſary to maniteſt 
ynto tac Preilt all the mortal finns 
which a man hath commitred,and 
wacrof he could hauc remebrace: 
expreſſing cuery one in particuler, 
in the kind and number, as after=- 
ward ihall be declared: procuring 
for to tell them in ſuch maner,that 
the Conteſlor may vaderſtand che 
greuouſnes of cucry one, and dil- 
cerne whether it bee Mortal! or 
Venial. Beſides concerning VCnt- 
all finnes, although they taxe not 
away Gods grace, bur may be left 
yntold withour {inne: notwithſti- 
ding itis very well and protitavle 
to confefſe them alſo, as the cu- 
ſtome of good and {pirituall men 
doth teach vs. 
2 The ſecond condition is,that 
our Confetlion be dilgent. thati 1s, 
that before one -octh: to Confe Yu 
on, he preparc him ſelte with dili- 
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ent examination of his coſcience, 
which diligence euery one is botid 
for to vic, more orleſle, according 
to the time wherof he is to make 
Confeſſion, and according to his 
ownc eſtate, and proteſſion. 
3 Thethird condition of Con- 
fcſſion is, that it be faithtull: that 
is, trew and lincere: not onely not 
ſparing to tell any finne which a 
man hath comitteds but allo not 
accuting him clte of thoſe, which 
he hath not committed, but tel- 
ling the doubtfull things as dout- 
full: and the certaine, as certaine, 
Ir mult allo be faithtull: that is, 
plaine and {imple, not artchcially 
compoſed: conteſling fincerely all 
finnes without excuſe, or coucring 
or diminiſhing any thing at all: re- 
membring that which is written, 
that our Lord geueth his grace une 
go the bumble, 
4 The 
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The fourth & laſt condition 
is, thatitbe ob2dient: that is, that 
the Pcenitent have purpoſe of do- 
ing waatſocuer ſhall be impoſed 
him by his Confeflour: of accep- 
tino the remedics for his finnes 
which ſhall be preſcribed: __ 2- 
yoiding all occalions of the ſame 
which he ſhall torbidd has! lit.c=- 
wiſe of makinge rcſtirution, it he 
hauc any thing which-be! ongeth 
vnto others: or of ma! ing ſatisfa- 
Gtion ynto all ſuch as he oweth the 
ſame vnto,for whatſocuer reſp: &t: 
Andq finally of accept ung the Pe-

C2 The 
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He Penitent ought to Con- 

teſle in particuleral the kinds 
of mortall ftinnes, and that he may 
knowe, which is a mortall hnne, 
and which 1s not: He mult vuder- 
ſtand, that all tholc finnes, which 
arc nia any particuler precept 
of God or ctthe Church, are com- 
monly mortal}. Allo, wharſoeuer 
is againli the loue and honour of 
God, 11 any matter of importance 
or which turneth to any greeuous 
harme of our neighbour: 1s a mor- 
tall finne, ang bc is bound to con- 
feſſe it: obſeruing | in cuery one of 
thele kinds of finns, that he ought 
for to cotcile, not only that which 
he hath. committed, by outwarde 
action, but alſo by thought, and 
by wW acts, 

Cocerning the {inns of thoughe 
in three caſes a man may {1 nn mor 
tally, andis bound to contellc the 
{ainc, 
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Firſt, when, thincking of any 
iace ofmornal finne, be geuech 
conſent with Jeenaiamis of PUt- 
ting itin execution, if there were 
occation: although, atterward he 
do it not, 

Secondlye, when a man doth 
not entend to execute the ſame, 
but onely willinglye lingereth in 
that cuell thought, conſenting CX= 
preſly ro the delight therof, 

Thirdly, when although he de 
termined it not, nor haue cxpreſle 
will to delight th erin: notwith({ti- 
ding, an euell thought repreſen= 
ting it ſelfe vnto him, & he knows 
ing it for ſuch, he doth not driue it 
away \butlingereth ſome while 1n 
the fame, and taketh de'ight there 
in. which ſinne is properly called, 
deleftatio moroſa, that is lingering 
delight: For,alchough there - not 
expretle conſent: yet, is there ver=

ces: which in generall may be re- 
duced vnto fower principal heads, 
2 Thefirftis,when the circum- 
ſtice maketh, that that ſinn which 
of it ſelfe were veniall, doth be- 
come mortal: as if one inieſt ſhold 
take a thinge of an others, forto 
make him blaſpheme: or ſhoulde 
ſeale a penny, witha will to take 
much more if he could: which wil 
doth make, that that a&t which o= 
thcrwiſe would hauc bene veniall,

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becommeth mortall, 

3 Secondly, when the circume 
ſtance chaungeth the kind or na» 
turc ofthe finne, cauſing that act, 


which was firſt a finnc of one kind 
to become a {:nn of another kind, 
or of two kinces together, As a 
carrcall finne comitted with a ma» 
ried perſon, is adultrye: with a re- 
ligious or vowed,is {acrilege: with 
one of the ſame kindred, is incelt, 
as alſo for to lteale in the Church, 
is Sacrilege, 
4 Thirdlye, when the circume 
{tance doth multiplye the ſ1nne, 
cauſing that one actis many {inns 
together, as if one ſhoulde eate 
fleſhe vpon a Friday in Lent, orif 
committing one ſinne in outward 
action, he ſhould withall comit an 
other mortall finne with his mind 
and rhought. 
5 Fourthly, when the circum- 
{tance 
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ſtice is neceſlatily to be expreſſed, 


in reſpete of ſome farisfaction 
which the Penitent 15 to make: as, 
when the ſinne may happen to be 
joined with ſcandall, or notable 
harme or injury four neighbour, 
to whome therfore wee maye be 
bound either to make {arisfaction, 
or recompence. 
6 Buttotheend that everyone 
may know more in particuler thes 
circumſtances which he is bound 
for to confefle: he muſt obſerue 
and exprefſc in his confeſſion par- 
ticulerly theſe ſeuen circumlitices, 
The firſt is, of the perſon 
which doth finne, or with whome 
the fhnne is commirted: whether 
tne ſame be free,or finole, ora vir- 
gine, or maried, or rcligiouſe, or 
vowed, or in holy orders, Or 10V= 
ned in conſangumity, or affinity, 
8 Tae ſecond circumſtance i 1s, 
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of tne act it {clfe, which is donne 
contrary vnto the law of God, or 
againlt our neighbour: of what 
quarity the ſame is, whether great 
or {malle: whether it were much 
that was ſtolne, or litle: whether 
the perſon oftended were of great 
importance or no, 

go The third circumſtance is, of 
the place: which in three cales1$ 
to be contciled. that 1s, when a 
man hath robbed, or ſhed blood, 
or commiried any cople.c camall 
act (alt:ough la' at; It in Ciuurch,
